REQUEST FOR REFUND

Sir: 

A charge in the amount of $100.00 has been applied to deposit account no. 23-0975 for 
the above-identified application in error. This charge is due to the filing of a Request for 
Certificate of Correction on November 29, 201 1 . The Applicants assert that the Certificate of 
Correction was due to a PTO mistake and not an Applicant mistake. Thus, a refimd of the 
$100.00 is respectfully requested for the reasons noted below. 

On January 21, 201 1, a first request for replacement Form PTO- 1449 was filed in order 
to correct a reference listed on line "AO" of the original IDS filed on July 1, 2004. The first 
request for replacement Form PTO- 1449 was received by the PTO and is presently posted on the 
PAIR system at the PTO with a corresponding posting date of January 21, 201 1 and identified as 
"Miscellaneous Incoming Letter." 

Roughly four months later a Notice of Allowance was issued on May 13, 201 1 and the 
issue fee was paid on July 28, 201 1 . The Applicants, however, never received an initialed copy 
of the fist request for replacement Form PTO- 1 449 filed on January 21,2011. The Examiner 
was contacted regarding the first request for replacement Form PTO- 1449 filed on January 21, 
201 1 . However, the Examiner refiised to obtain the first request for replacement Form PTO- 
1449 from the PAIR system at the PTO and indicated that the first request for replacement Form

PTO-1449 was never forwarded to her for examination. The Examiner required the Apphcants 
to submit a second request for replacement Form PTO-1449, even though the first request for 
replacement Form PTO-1449 is presently posted on the PAIR system at the PTO. Accordingly, 
the Applicants submitted a second request for replacement Form PTO-1449 on September 14, 
2011. 

The present application issued as a U.S. patent with the error in the reference on August 
30, 201 1 . The Applicants have never received an initialed copy of the first or the second request 
for replacement Form PTO-1449. Accordingly, the Request for Certificate of Correction was 
filed on November 29, 201 1 . 

The Applicants assert that the first request for replacement Form PTO-1449 was filed 
well in advance of the Notice of Allowance issued May 13, 201 1 (i.e., four month later) and 
payment of the issue fee on July 28, 201 1 (i.e., six month later), and was clearly received by the 
PTO as evidenced by the posting on the PAIR system. Therefore, the Examiner had sufficient 
time to receive and consider the first request for replacement Form PTO-1449.
